Mow the Downpour Affected the Sur- 
roundizag Country. 


Saturday night’s rain was the St. Louis 
end of a belt of thunder storms which 
began in Eastern Kansas and moved 
to-day to the Atlantic Coast. 
They reached the eoast to-day. 
The storm brought little rein to Iowa, except 
along the Mississippi, where the precipita- 
tion was heavy. There was some rain in the 
north and west parts of Nebraska, and 
a light fallin Kansas. The average fall in 
Missouri and in Southern Illinois Saturday 
night was three-fourths of an inch, and in 
St. Louis the precipitation was nine-tenths 
ofan inch.

A Second Body Interred To-Day 
as Leslie A. Keightley. 


Another Boy Was Buried for Him Two 
Years Ago. 


AT THAT TIME HIS OWN MOTHER 
IDENTIFIED THE REMAINS. 


Keightley Left His Clethes em the River 
Bank and Was Believed to Have 
Drowmed Himeself—A Body Taken 
From the Mississippi Near Caronde- 
let Was Identified and Buried as His 
~—Six Menths Afterward the Boy’s 
Mether Saw Him Alive—Hilled Satar- 
day While Stealing a Ride. 

‘ 

The burialof Leslie A. Keightly to-day, a 

messenger boy who was killed at Brisbane, 

III., Saturday, drings outa chain of curious 

coincidences. He was a messenger boy 1. 

years of age and was supposed to have com- 

mitted suicide by drowning two years 
ago. At that time he went to the 
bank of the river near the foot of 

Olive street and deposited his coat and hat. 

A body of a boy was found below Carondelet 

a few weeks later. An inquest was held and 

Leslie Keightley’s own mother identified the 

body as that of her son. The dody was in- 

terred in Old Pickett’s Cemetery. 

About six months afterward Mrs. Keight- 
ley, who is now Mrs. Frank Malone, and 
who resides at 1448 North Garrison avenue, 
received a letter froma lady who lived ina 
small town in Southwest Missouri notifying 
er that Leslie was alive, and that he 
was in the best of health. She added that 
the boy had a good home with her, and it his 
mother did not object he would stay with his 
benefactress. 

Mrs. Keightley could not believe'the story 
at first, but after considerable correspond - 
ence had passed between the two 
ladies, Mrs. Keightley became convinced 
that no one could know so much about her 
son’s early life except himself. 

SAW HER BOY ALIVE. 

Aecordingly she visited the place and 
found that the boy was Indeed her own son. 
whom she had mourned as dead. 

Mrs. Keightley’s Gomestic affairs at this 
time were somewhat unpleasant. 

It is said that at the time she found her son 
she was about to apply for a divorce from the 
boy’s father, Squire Keightley,who now lives 
at 13855 Glasgow avenue. For that reason she 
decided it would be Detter to allow Leslie to 
remain where he was. She returned home, 
and until a short time ago supposed that 
Leslie was stUl with his foster-parents. 4 
few Gays ago, however, she received a 
letter from alm. He was in Ohi- 
cago and was making his living 
as a messenger boy. He wrote that de 
wanted to come home, and it was understood 
that hig mother sent him some money for his 
ticket. Instead of buyinga ticket, however, 
he decided to beat his way to St. Louis on a 
freiaht train. 

Yesterday his mother received notice from 
the railroad company that a boy supposed to 
be her son had been killed at Brisbane, III., 
while stealinga ride. Her former experi- 
ence made her slow to believe that Leslie 
was dead, Dut whenthe body was Drought 
to the city she identified it as that of Leslie 
Keightley, her son. 

STRANGE COINCIDENCES. 

The lad was killed Saturday, July 8. The 
day that he disappeared two years ago was 
also July 28. The body that was believed to 
be his was buried July 80, 1892. The body 
that actually was his was buried ,to-day, 
July 80, 1894. 

The lad’s mother, however, is sure this 
time that itis her son. A small marble tomb- 
stone that was erected in Old Pickett’s Cem- 
etery in his memory will be removed to Belle · 
fontaine after the date of death and the age 
of the boy have been changed. “ 

At the time he disappeared two years ago, 
although he was only 12 years of age, it was 
supposed by his relatives and acquaintances 
that he was despondent ause he 
was not successful in his sult 
with a very young girl who lived 
near his motner’s residence. When killed at 
Brisbane last Saturday young Keightley was 
riding between two cars. He fell and several 
cars passed over him, mangling his body ina 
terrible manner.

SPRINGER PUSHIEG HIS PETITION FOR 
A HOUSE CAUCUS, 


Speculation About the Capitel ef Mutual 
Cencessies, Final Agreement and 
Adjeurnment ef Comgress—Schedules 
im the Semate Bill Which May Be 
Changed te Meet the Demands ef 
Mouse Demecrats. 


WASHINGTON, July 80.—The full conference 
committee on the tarif!’ met shortly after 1 
o’clock, and on the suggestion of Mr. Wilson 
it was decided to adjourn to meet at the call 
of the Chairman, the statement being made 
that the Democrats were unable to agree 
among themselves as yet and that further 
conference of the full committee would avail 
nothing. 


There was talk around the Capitol of the 
probability that Congress would adjourn 
next week. The opinion prevailed that the 
two houses would come to an understanding 
on the tariff bill; that the Senate members 
have made concessions which is likely to re- 
sultin a report thatthe House will concur 
in. Next Monday is mentioned as the day on 
which Congress may adjourn. The items on 
which an agreement is said to have been 
reached embrace the following schedule: 

Cotton and wool,arate midway between 
the rate fixed by the House and dy the sen- 
ate; sugar, 45 percent straight, and iron ore 
reduced 25 per cent below the Senate rate. 
This statement is made onthe authority of 
the chairman of one of the leading House 
committees. 


A HOUSE CAUCUS. 


Representative Springer Proceeding With 
His Petition. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30.—Representa- 
tive Springer is proceeding with his petition 
for a House caucus on the tariff. He says 
the report that the move fora caucus has 
been abandoned is not warranted and that 
it was merely held in abeyance.

In the 
present contest the Democratic Senators 
have been caueusing constantly and their 
Present resistance is the result of caucus 
action in which they agreed to stand 
together. It is rather singular there- 
fore that there should be any question 


astothe desirability of having the House 
Democrats get together. When the banking 
committee, of which I am chairman, was 
considering the State Bank question a caucus 
was called without consulting me, and a 
caucus resolution was passed favoring a 
State bank bill to which I was opposed. But 
I took no exception to that action, nor could 
there be exception toa move at any time to 
get an expression from the entire Demo- 
cratic representation in the House. Cer- 
tainly this sentiment is what should direct 
and guide the conferrees who act for the 
House, and in my jugment 75 per cent of the 
Democratic members of the House feel that 


Mr. Springer has been asked if he had con- 
sulted speaker Crisp or Chairman Wilson as 
Go the Caucus. To this he has answered that 
he had consulted no one and did not feel 
called upon to do so. He had proceeded asa 
Democratic member of the House and in this 
was executing what was known to be the in- 
Clination ofa very large proportion of the 
Democrats of the House.

At Lake Massabesic, four 
miles from this city, the storm was accom- 
panied by a cyclone, which wrecked build- 
ings, blew down large trees and destroyed 
much valuable property.

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Steve Gilmore Was Found Uncon - 
scious This Morning. 


Recovering Consciousness, He Tells a 
Remarkable Story. 


SAYS BE WAS ATTACKED RETURNING 
FROM HIS SWEETHEART’S HOME. 


A Gang ef Men, He States, Brutally Beat 
Him, Bat He Bears No Marks of the 
Vieleace—Takesn Home by Unknown 
Parties—Gilmere Says He Had Been 
Threatened by Strikers—A Mysterieus 
Case. 


Steve Gilmore, 27 years old and single, was 
found in an unconscious condition in his 
room about 8 o’clock this morning at 
Mrs. Dan Hogan’s lodging- house No. 
1727 Morgan . street. He nas deen 
employed as foreman of a gang in the Mer 
chants’ Terminal yards, and was one of the 
men who did not go out on the strike. When 
all attempts to arouse him proved fruitless 
Mrs. Hogan sent tor Dr. Jennings of 
816 North Eighteenth street, who responded 
and worked onthe man for some,time. In 
the meanwhile word had deen sent to Chief 
of Detectives Desmond, and soon two de- 
tectives and several reporters were at the 
house. 

Dr. Jennings. said hoe could get sothing 
from the man oeyond the fact that he had 
been struck on the head, Dut an ex 
amination proved that there was no 
bruise or contusion of any kind on the 


head orany other part of the body. The 
doctor gave him a hypodermic injection, 
which had the effect of fully arousing Gil- 
more. when he told the following remarkable 
story: 

Last night he went to see his fiance, Miss 
Lena Tobin, who lives at 1120 North Twelfth 
street. He says he left there about 10°30 
o’clock and was on his way home when he 
was attacked by a crowd of men.At Fifteenth 
street and Franklin avenue he stopped to let 
a car pass, and just as he started to 
cross the street ghe claims one of 
fourorfive men who were standing on the 
corner rushed up behind him and struck 
him back of the head. He wheeled around 
and drew his revolver, he said, just as he 
heard some one exclaim, ‘‘Give it to him 
again! Grabhis gun! At the same moment 
his revolver was snatched from him his 
brain reeled and he fell to the ground. 

He remembers nothing more until he 

taken up the stairs to his 

two men, who put 

He said he had 

been threatened several times by railroad 

men who went outon the strike that they 

would catch Lim and do him, and he thinks 

the men who attacked him last night were 

railroad men, though he could not identify 
any of them. 

His revolver and watch were found under 
his pillow this morning and an examination 
of his pockets showed that he had been 
robbed. lie did not know who 
the two men were who brought him home, 
nor did the landlady, Mrs. Hogan, Know 
anything about them. The man did not 
appear to de suffering any, aud beyond the 
fact that he was apparentiy filghty fora 
while there was nothingto indicate that he 
was not in his normal condition. 

Miss Tobin, who was sent for, arrived, and 
Gilmore shed tegrs when he saw her. She 
sald he was at her house last 
night and complained of not feeling 
well. He also spoke to her on several occa- 
stons about being threatened by the strikers 
and for that reason always went armed. Dr. 
Jennings says the man ts suffering froma 
fever which might possibiy be small- pox. 


THE CASE INVESTIGATED. 

Gilmore had formerly worked for the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal people, but some months 
ago he gave up his position and took a post- 
tion with R. H. Betts, who runs a storage 


warehouse at 1723 Morgan street. Supt. Gar- 
rett sent for him when he saw that the 
strike was coming on and offered him a 
position as foreman of a crew, as he kaew 
he was a man who could be depended on not 
to go out in case the strike was called. Gil- 
more went to work on June 25, the day before 
the A. R. U. Convention ordered the general 
— — and has been working steadily until 
to-day. 

When the strikers began to lose ground and 
their places were being taken oy new men, 
Gilmore says tmat Yardmaster Walters of the 
upper bridge yards came to him ana 
told him to look out or the strikers would do 
him if they got a chance. Gilmore procured 
a gun and says that he was never for a mo- 
ment off his guard until last night. He 
avoided all dark places and was continuaily 
watching for an assault. He says he did not 
expect trouble last night just at the point 
where he alleges it occurred because it is so 
very light there and on account of the 
crowd, which according to dim numbered 
fifteen or twenty on the corner. Whether he 
was assaulted or not he has undoubtedly 
worried a great deal for fear that he would.be 
there and is no possibility that he could have 
shammed his unconsciousness this morning. 
These facts lend colorto the theory that in 
his fear and worry over being attacked his 
mind has become temporarily upset and he 
pmagines that what he dreaded has taken 
piace. 

He certainly bad no bruises on him, and a 
man Could hardly be knocked unconscious 
without a mark of some sort being left. 
Then again not a soul could de found at 
Fifteenth and Franklin avenue who saw any 
such disturbance. The saloon where the 
men are supposed to have stood ison the 
northeast corner. Itis run by Christ Raben- 
steiner. 

Mr. Rabensteiner sald this morning that 
when he returned last night to his place at 12 
o'clock he found it closed as usual. He asked 
the bench man who has a stand on the cor- 
ner if everything was quiet, and he said it 
was. His wife was sitting at an open win- 
dow over the saloon, and she said nothing at 
all about any disturvance.

Convention Called to Order by President 
Lee of Mew York—Annua! Reports of 
Officers — Association Has 15,000 
Membors—Propesed Chaages in Con- 
stitution and By-Laws—To Bein Ses- 
sion One Week. 


The United Association of Journey men 
Plumbers, Gasfitters, Steamfitters and Help- 
ers met in fourth annual convention at Elks’ 
Hall, Hagan Bailding, at 10 o’clock this 
morniog. The convention will last all the 


week. 

President John A. Lee, New York, called 
the convention to order. On roll call Vice- 
President M. J. Moran, St. Louis; Secretary 
and Treasurer M. J. OConnahan, rittsburg; 
ex-Secretary Richard A. O’Brien, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and about 100 delegates were 
found to be present. The association 
has about 15,000 members in 
135 cities of the United States. 


The organization of thirty new locals last 
year and the addition of about 4,000 mem- 
bers; the absence of great strikes; satisfac- 
tory settlement of whatever local difficulties 
have arisen, are the chief features of the an- 
nual reports, The association was organ- 
ized Oct. 11, 1890, to take the place of the de 
funct International Union, and has had a 
steady growth. 

John J. McTighe, chairman of the local re- 
ception committee, made a speech to the 
delegates. 

THE MAYOR'S WELCOME. 

President Holtzhauer of Local Union No. 85 
introduced Mayor Walbridge, who made a 
short address of welcome. Mayor Wal- 
bridge said that few handicrafts re- 


quire more capable, honest and trustworthy 
men than plumbing, hence he applauded 
their banding together in an association 
and their desire to interchange ideas and se- 
cure fair remuneration for their work. He 
closed by issuing tothe visitors a blank per- 
mit to do and say what they please in St. 
Louls. 

President Lee thanked Mayor Walbridge 
for bis address and assured him the invita- 
tion would be heartily used but not abused. 

The morning session was occupied largely 
with the presentation of credentiais. 

The St. Louis Union has exerted 
itself prepare a warm reception 
and royal entertainment for the viel- 
tors. They will be driven to the 
city parks, breweries and other points of in- 
terests. On Wednesday evening a banquet 
will be given at Elks’ Hall. A picnic at 
Montesano Park on Saturday will close the 
week’s entertainment, 

OBJECTS OF THE MEETING. 

The convention will have very important 
business to transact. Among the constitn- 
tional changes proposed are articles sub- 
mitted. by the St. Louis union, 


establishing the principle of initiative and 
referendum in voting on questions of Na- 
tional, Districtor State importance; State 
associations to be formed in every State and 
district associations comprising two or more 
State associations at pleasure. A triennial 
convention of the National Association 
and calied meetings, at the re- 
quest of five locals, provided 
a majority of all the locals agree, are pro- 
vided for. Officers are aiso by this system to 
be elected by referendary vote. Each local 
shall have two representatives regardiess of 
membership strength, At least sixty days 
before the triennial, or called meeting, the 
President shall appoint a committee on laws, 
to which all data and amendments shall be 
submitted. Other provisions of a like char- 
acter are embodied in the democratic prop- 
obitions of the St. Louis Union, It is delieved 
that many of these changes will be adopted.

Sewage Pollution of the River des 
Pi 4 


HEALTH COMMISSIONER HOMAN URGES 
IMMEDIATE ACTION, 


He Gays the Nuisance Should Be Abated 
by Chemical Precipitation or Fre- 
vented Altogether by Diverting the 
Sewage Frem the River—His Views in 


Full. 


The pollution of the River des Peres in 
Forest Park by the sewage from 
Union avenue and Cabanne place is 
occupying the attention of the city om- 
cilals just now. All agree that the nuisance 
must be stopped or at least abated, and that 
it must be done immediately. Various 
plans have been proposed, but Health 
Commissioner Homan has two plans which 


he believes are feasible and which will com- 
mend themselves to all who have given 
any consideration to the existing evil. 
As a eneral proposition he ad- 
vances the theory that any plan 
which will prevent the contamination of t he 
stream is the most commendable, but if this 
is impossible by reason of expense or de- 
cause it is an imposs'bility in engineering he 
believes that some other plan which will at 
least mitigate the evil should be adopted. 
Discussing the subject this morning, Dr. 
Homan sald: 
DR. HOMAN’S VIEWS. 

**The pollution of that portion of the River 
des Peres which flows through Forest Park 
is an evil with which we cannot afford to 
dally. I am not prepared to say that it 
causes any specific disease, but it is conducive 
tod and is prejudicialto health. The 
stench is intolerable. Now there are two 
planes which seem to me practicable. 
At least one of the two plans 16 feasible. 
Of course, I am in favor of prej 
venting the nuisance rather than abating it. 
I have, however, two schemes, one for pre- 
vention and the other for abatement. 

„The first one, which is the plan for abate- 
ment, is chemical precipitation. This plan 
is in actual and successful operation 
at Canton, O0. The chemical precipitants 
are lime and alumina. Lime is the most 
widely distribated of all nature’s minerals. 
like water, it is found everywhere. 
Lime is to a certain extent injurious to the 
Cleasing qualities of water, Dut it is of the 
greatest usefulness as a sewaye eMuent for 
the purpose of causing coagulation. It col- 
lects greasy and organic substances in the 
sewage and renders them visible and de- 
structible. : 

»The precipitation process consists in 
draining all the sewage into one volume of 
water, and then precipitating it into a mass 
and then destroying it. It can De destroyed 
by fire or any other means. it will 
leave the water pure and clear 
as crystal. The little stream which 
flows through Canton fairly sparkles in its 
clearness, yet were it not for the employ- 

of the precipitation process 
be nolsome and oon - 
taminating. The process is far 
superior to the much advertised method 
used at Puliman. Precipitation destroys 
micro-organisms; therefore it adds not only 
to the beauty of the water, Dut also makes it 
ure. 
Oe The pie le adaptable to large cities as 
well as so. «ll ones, and it seems to me to be 
the best that can be adopted. The greater 
part of the sewage can be drained into one 
pool and the rest can be EO into it. I 
am not prepared to say what the cost of It 
would Se. put the city can well afford to 
spend any reasonable amount to do away 
with the nuisance and to promote the health 
of the community. 

Tue plan for prevention is to devise some 

eans of preventing the sewag@ from being 
drained intothe river. This, of course, is 
the best, if it can be done, but [ cannot at 
this time say whether itis possibile to do so 
or not. If this pian is adopted 
it should be made so effective that no sew- 
age at all could get into the river, asa little 
is as dad almost as a great deal. It seems to 
me that either of these plans can be utilised 
with success, and I reiterate that something 
should be done just as soon as possible.

A being kee in Corn on Bad 
Crop Reports. 


ALL Gan MABKETS SYMPATHIZE AND 
HIGHER PRICES RESULT. 


Late Bains Did Not Benefit the Bntire 
Crop — Unsettied Weather Abroad — 
Heavy Increase in Wheat Stocks— 
Commercial Notes. 


Letters and telegrams received here from 
allover Nebraska and lowaand from many 
sections in Kansas show widespread destruc- 
tion tothe corn crop. Summing up all the 
evidence so far received it can be said that 
the crop in these states is in as bad, if nota 
worse condition than in 1890, when the total 
yield of this country was less than 1,500,- 
000,000 bu. 

Though heavy rains hate fallen since Sat- 
urday in this State and Lilinois and there has 
been some rain out in Kansas, the States of 
Nebraska and Iowa, which have suffered 


most from the drought, have received little 


or no wetting, the former none at all, ana 
a high temperature prevails. 4 telegram 
from Lincoln, Neb., states that no rain fell 
in Nebraska the past thirty-six hours. 
Axtater just returned from a 500-mile trip 
through this State, says that fully 30 to 40 per 
cent of the .crop is dead, The balance, with 
few exceptions, is In its last stage. Corn Is 
selling throughout the State from 40c to 50c 


per bu. 
A grain firm in Hepburn, Io.,writes as fol.

Tue facts of the corn situation in South- 
west Iowa are as near as ican find out by 
actual inspection and travelingon a wheel 
800 miles through Page, Fremont, Mills, 
Momtgomery and Nodaway Counties.

The River Piate Review says that the wheat 
acreage this year ie being increased, where- 
asthe Buenos Ayres Standard says that in 
distant districts wheat growing das been 
abandoned owing to the low prices. Another 
correspondent of the latter paper says that 
the report obout abandoning the wheat area 
is incorrect; that a larger area han usual is 
being sown. La Nacion of Buenos Ayres says 
there will be a large increased acreage Dut 
conditions will have to be extraordinarily 
favorable to produce as large a crop as last 
year. 

The Vienna correspondent of the London 
Daily News learns that tue price of corn in 
Russia has sunk so iow ig consequence of 
the splendid barvest (last year?) that many 

roducers are sending their cattie into the 

elds, as the cost of harvesting exceeds the 
price obtainable for the corn. In the Cauca- 
sus barley aud wheat have deen cut green 
and given to cattle. 

As the oats harvest progresses, says the 
Minneapolis Market Record, it is found that 
the crop for the whole country has exceeded 
earlier expectations. In every state tuere 
are places where the crop is poor and light, 
but taking the average, each State now 
claims a yield larger than was figured upon. 
The straw is generally short, but the heads 
are mostly weil filed, and it is this filling of 
the heads that roduces a larger 
yield than the lengt of the straw 
seemed to indicate. 

Last week there wasan increase of 108,000 
bu in wheat afloat for Europe, making the 
amount 82,944,000 bu, where it was 36,664,000 
bu one ear ago, ‘when it had decreased 
1,768,000 bu. Amount of corn is now 5,751,000 
bu— 561, 000 du decrease last week—against 
10, 208, 000 bu one year ago. 

‘he South Dakota crop report says the 
wheat harvest is well advanced over the 
southeast portion of the State. Ihe berry is 
of good pes. but the yield apparentiy 
light, and straw short. Small grain harvest 
will probably be geueral over the sSorth east 
portion of the State next week.

HONEY-LOVING BIEDS. 


— — 


They Have Dette “With Bees for the 
Sweet Booty. 


From Our Animal Prieads. 

The love for sweet things is a craving of 
nature in all living creatures, and birds will 
sometimes run great risks to satisfy it. Bears 
in their eagerness to get at the honey in a 
hollow tree will sometimes wetge themselves 
Into so small a holeastoendanger their 
lives, and many forest Dirds, such as wood- 
peckers, bDilce-jays and thrushes, will ram 
the danger of Deing stang to 
Geath in their endeavors to obtain the 


sweet honey that the bees store in the hollow 
trunks of trees. Sometimes they will attack 
bees on the wing and snap them up for the 
tiny kof nectar contained in their sacs. 

Blue-jays often take a position near beehives 
and Osh all day for honey. Every returning 
bee is caught, but not devoured, for birds 
wiil Kill the bee only that they may sip up 
the boney. Uniess driven away a few such 
bird robbers would soon depopalate a hive. 

Occasionally the bees organise ahd fight 
the birds. They issue in a body trom the 
hive, and make a bold attack uponthe as- 
sassins. Inthe quick, sharp conflict that 
follows, the birds tnvariably get defeated. 
Indeed, they do not attempt to resist the on- 
slaught, but seek safety in Hight. If the bees 
surround one of the birds quickly enough, 
there is little hope forthe robber. They set- 
tle down upon himand sting him to death. 
He may ny away, but the bees cling to his 
back and sides tenaciously. His fight soon 
becomes less energetic and more and more 
uncertain, antil at last he Grops to the earth 
and gasps out his life among the leaves and 
bushes, while the bees return triumphantly 
to their home, 

Im the wild forests the honey-loving birds 
sometimes make an organized attempt to 
Grive the bees away from their home in the 
hollow trunk ofa tree. They first discover 
the place of the hidden treasure by following 
the on a warm, sunny day, and if there 
be an opening in the tree large enough to ad- 
mit them may ! plange down the hole in a 
body. Then there follows a sharp conflict in- 
side the tree, the birds snapping at the bees 
and cutting them intwoat each snap. The 
only chance for the bees is to Nght in num- 
bers on the backs and sides of the birds. IT 
they fail to do this they are seon routed, and 
the rich treasures of sweets are captured by 
the enemies. These battles terminate in 
various my sometimes the bees and some- 
times the birds Coming out victorious.

THE BRITISH ARMY. 


Its Recruiting and Desertions—Its Total 
Avaliable Foros. 
From the Lenden St andard. 

Some very interesting statistics are pre- 
sented inthe recent official returns of the 
condition of the British Army. It appears 
that its aggregate strength onthe first day 
of the present year was over 219,000, being 
the largest ever Known under the present 
establishment and, in fact, exceeding by 
a bout 8, 0 the authorized maximum. It is 


naturally impossivile, with the constant re- 
crulting and discharging, to keep the force 
always at the exact point set by law, but the 
porpese doubtless is to keep the average for 
he year close tothe maximum, and indeed 
it was 216,400. 
Uf the 110,000 men thus spoken of about 


105,500 were serving in Great Britaih and Ire- : 


land, 81,500 in the colonies, 77,000 in India and 
5.000 in F The pyr: for last year 
added 85,000 to offset the deaths, discharges, 
desertions and 60 on. ndon led off as 
usual with 6,856 recruits, and then followed 
Manehester with nearly 1,000, Glasgow with 
922, Birmingham with 8680 and Dublin with 
717. Im the British system of recruiting, 
asin ours, certain physical standards are 
set, Dut ‘‘special’’ enlistments are also al- 
lowed. Thus last year no fewer than 8.108 
men were enlisted who were under 1 feet 
and é4 inches in height, 4,078 who were under 
88 inches chest Measurement, and 1.667 who 
were under the minimum standard of weight. 
Still, there were fewer of such ‘‘special’’ en- 
listments than during the year before, which 
shows that recraiting was favorable. And, 
for the first time in very many years, the in- 
fantry ofthe line was recruited beyond its 
authorised strength. 

The Gesertions for the year were a little 
more than 4,500, and the previous year they 
had been 4,962. These Ogures appear to us 
very smali, Compared with those of our own 
army on an establishment of about 25,000 
men. However, the percentage of desertions 
to the number of recruits enlisted was in the 
British army 18.7 last year, against 11.9 the 
year before. itis rather Aimcuit to trace 
the exact reasons for such variations. 

An important institution in the British 
army which has no analogy in our own, al- 
though a bill in Congress seeks to create one, 
is the reserve. There were 17,8 men trans 
ferred from the army tothe army reserve in 
1891 and 17,751 im 1892, with dat a few dun- 
Grea less last year. The total numder on 
Jan. 1 last seems to have been 9,880. 
The militia enrolled at the inspection 
Gates last year numbered nearly 124,700, 
while the yeomanury were nearly 

The volunteers on Nov. 
very nearly 227 000 
and the militia reserve 1, %%% The army re- 
serve bas been continually increasing for the 
last twenty years, Dut from special causes 
there may be a siackening in this increase 
next year. However, a permanent first class 
reserve of between 70,00 and 80,000 can De 
counted om. Out of the militia many men 
joined the reguiararmy, navy aod marines. 
fhe yeomanry cavairy hasbeen decreasing 
for some years, but the volunteer force con- 
tinges to show an upward tendency. 

Atno previous time has there been so large 
a force of enrolled men avalladle for service 
in case of need. First comes the regular 
army, With nearly 220,000 of all ranks. hese 
could be immediately supplemented by 80,000 
— reserve men and 60,000 militia reserve, 
making in all 880,000 men avalla die for service 
abroad. Almost etactly the same number 
would then remain enrolied for home de- 
fense—namiely ,228,000 volunteers ,94,000 militia 
and 10,000 yeomanary, — 852,000. Thus 
the aggregate for foreign and home service, 
im Case Of emergenoy, would be 663,000 men.

THE GRAND OLD ROBBER, 


Handel, Like Shakespeare, Was a Piet 
uresque and Skillful Burgiar. 


From the Boston Transcript. 

Mr. Ebenezer Prout of London, a writer of 
much learning on musieal topics, has lately 
been showing up the great Mr. Handel as a 
most extensive peculator of other composers’ 
ideas—magazine articles and lectures being 
the mediums employed for the indictments. 


„The Grand Old Robber’’ is the picturesque 
title given by the distinguished essayist to 
the dold Briareus with the hundred arms, 
as Alexander Pope called the composer of 
„»The Messiah;’’ and henceforth the poet’s 
term of admiration will have another and 
much less complimentary significance. It is 
not new, by the way, this 
charge of thievery against the 
aol of English-speaking music-lovers. 
Dr. Crotch, who flourished about a hundred 
years ago, made a list of twenty-nine compo- 
ders, all eminent musicians, adding a highly 
suggestive ‘‘etc.,’’ from whom Handel con- 
veyed entire sentences, sometimes with 
hardly a change. Handel's indebtedness to 
Erba’s *‘Magnificat,’’ written aboutjthe year 
1600, for themes used In ‘‘Israel in Egypt,’’ is 
woll known to music students. Mr. Prout 
shows that a seneretta for two orchestras, by 
Alessandro Stradelia, who was also sub- 
jected to liberal drafts by Handel for the 
same work, the themes of two choruses, He 
Spake the Word’’ and the famous Han- 
stone’’ running note for note with passages 
in the serenetta. * 3 Woll, 
well it is a great shock thus 
to have one’s regard for a master dis- 
turbed by charges of ill-doing. Philosophy 
may bring comfort, however, for it can be 
said to Handel’s credit that he scole nothing 
that he did not adorn; or, to paraphrase an- 
other famous remark, twisting its terms as 
well, though these thieveries may show that 
Handel was not a truly respectabie man they 


speak very well for his taste.

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SUBMARINE CABLES.
